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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 12-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests an apparatus for optical 
interconnection, or the method of interconnection, including: 

1) a fu-st and second circuit board, each having a connector, where the fu*st connector 
mates with the second connector such that the first circuit board is held above, and parallel to, 
the second circuit board and such that an electrical connection is made between the circuit 
boards, and 

2) where the first circuit board has a light source and the second circuit board has a photo 
detector such that, when the first and second connectors are connected, the light source is above 
the photo detector, and thus the optical signal is emitted from the light source and received by the 
photo detector in a direction substantially perpendicular to the plane of the circuit boards 

as required by each of claims 1 and 16. 

Claims 2-9, 12-15 and 17-25 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Ouchi (US 6,477,286) teaches parallel circuit boards without first and second electrical 
connectors between the boards and the optical signals are not passed substantially perpendicular 
between the boards. 

Yoshimura (US 6,343,171) teaches circuit boards that are arranged in parallel; however, 
there are no first and second electrical connectors between boards; all electrical and optical 
connections are made through a common back plane. 

Okubora (US 5,357,122), Chun (US 5,864,642) and Austin (US 5,200,631) teach similar 
optical arrangements; however, there are no mated first and second electrical connectors, and the 
optical communication takes place between integrated circuits (semiconductor chips) that are 
mounted onto a circuit board or between a chip and a circuit board, and not between two circuit 
boards. 

Cobaugh (US 4,133,592) teaches mated electrical connectors for circuit boards with no 
optical communication or devices.
